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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the  year.  The  report  is  presented  in 
the  usual  four  sections  and,  as  in  the  previous  report  much  of  the  statistics  are  relegated 
to  the  end  of  each  section  in  order  to  give  a  more  readable  report. 

The  population  of  Woking  continues  to  increase  but  the  rate  of  growth  is  slowing  down. 
The  steady  increase  in  immigrants  continues,  more  especially  in  the  numbers  of  the  women 
and  children  that  have  come  in  the  year.  Employment  in  the  area  remains  satisfactory  and 
to  some  extent  may  account  for  the  increase  in  immigrants.  Housing  is  undoubtedly  the 
most  difficult  problem.  The  number  of  houses  of  multi -occupation  has  increased  consid¬ 
erably. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  remains  satisfactory  and  the  vital  statistics  compare 
favourably  with  those  of  the  county  and  England  and  Wales.  Infant  deaths  are  higher  than 
the  average  of  previous  years  with  perinatal  deaths  among  premature  babies  accounting  for 
the  majority.  The  notification  of  measles  was  the  highest  for  some  previous  years.  There 
was  a  welcome  drop  in  the  number  of  road  deaths. 

The  number  of  babies  born  is  lower  than  last  year  and  has  been  steadily  declining  since 
the  peak  year  of  1964.  The  birth  rate  is  now  about  the  average  for  the  county.  The 
number  being  born  at  home  is  rapidly  falling,  80%  of  births  are  now  in  hospital.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  a  growing  closer  link  between  the  general  practitioner  and  the  health  visitor: 
there  are  four  health  visitors  linked  with  group  practices  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the 
report  full  attachment  schemes  are  developing.  It  is  with  considerable  regret  that  I  record 
the  deferment  of  the  St.  John's  Health  Centre  after  it  had  reached  the  acceptance  of  tenders. 
The  work  of  the  district  nurses  continues  to  develop.  Much  help  is  obtained  by  the  use  of 
part  time  staff  and  during  the  year  the  services  of  a  nursing  auxiliary  was  used  to  help  with 
bathing  the  elderly  to  relieve  the  nurses. 

The  work  of  the  Social  Services  section  has  steadily  expanded  in  recent  years.  Work 
among  the  multiple  problem  family  involves  a  close  liaison  with  social  workers  in  most  other 
fields  and  this  is  achieved  by  monthly  case  conferences.  An  additional  part  time  worker 
was  appointed  to  cover  the  increasing  needs.  It  is  encouraging  to  report  that  although  the 
number  of  children  involved  in  families  considered  at  case  conferences  was  249  only  three 
were  taken  into  care  and  five  went  into  Part  III  accommodation  with  one  or  both  parents. 
Another  field  in  which  social  work  steadily  expands  is  the  elderly,  disabled  and  housebound. 
This  is  being  done  by  a  considerable  expansion  of  the  work  of  the  social  worker  for  the 
disabled  in  the  provision  of  structural  alterations  to  homes  and  the  provision  of  aids. 

The  day  centre  provides  another  way  in  which  this  group  is  helped.  Transport  is 
provided  to  the  centre  and  a  very  pleasant  day  is  spent  with  meals,  physiotherapy,  and 
occupation  therapy.  Much  of  the  work  in  the  Social  Services  section  is  in  close  association 
with  voluntary  societies  and  associations.  The  department  is  sincerely  indebted  to  their  help 
and  co-operation.  This  year,  in  close  co-operation  with  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  an 
extremely  useful  transport  service  was  initiated  and  very  rapidly  expanded  to  help  with  all 
persons  unable  to  use  public  transport  to  attend  their  clubs. 

I  would  like  to  mention  the  rapidly  expanding  number  of  registrations  under  the  Day 
Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Act.  A  number  of  these  are  play  groups  started  by  parents. 
They  have  shown  considerable  interest  and  enthusiasm,  many  have  been  persuaded  to  join 
The  Play  Group  Association  and  to  visit  one  another  for  new  ideas,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
to  join  together  to  form  a  local  group  to  discuss  mutual  problems  and  to  invite  speakers. 

The  Health  Education  section  continues  to  play  an  active  part  in  the  department.  Much  of 

this  work  is  with  the  schools  and  this  is  reported  on  in  the  School  Health  Report.  Health 
Education  material  and  talks  are  also  made  available  to  clinics  and  voluntary  groups.  A 
very  interesting  and  successful  One  Day  Conference  on  Drug  Dependence  was  held  for  all 
social  workers,  teachers  and  youth  officers  in  September.

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STATISTIC 


AND  GENERAL  HEALTH 


The  number  of  births  was  lower  than  last  year.  The  corrected  birth  rate  has  been 
on  the  decline  since  the  peak  of  1964,  it  is  now  approximately  the  average  rate  of  the 
County.  Total  deaths  were  also  less  than  last  year  although  there  were  ten  deaths  due 
to  Influenza  and  the  respiratory  deaths  in  general  were  high.  Infant  deaths  show  a  slight 
rise  similar  to  the  rise  in  1964,  the  average  for  the  five  years  is  that  of  the  county.  The 
percentage  of  premature  babies  was  higher  and  as  in  1964  premature  baby  deaths  accounted 
for  a  large  percentage  of  the  infant  deaths.  There  was  a  welcome  drop  in  road  traffic 
deaths  to  half  that  of  previous  years,  but  deaths  due  to  all  other  accidents  were  the  highest 
for  some  years  and  include  three  due  to  drowning.  Three  cot  deaths  occurred  all  due  to 
acute  respiratory  illness,  two  directly  following  inhalation  of  the  stomach  contents. 

The  Influenza  outbreak  during  the  months  of  February  and  March  affected  the  older  age 
groups  and  the  biennial  epidemic  of  measles  produced  the  highest  number  of  notifications  for 
a  ten  year  period. 

SOCIAL  AND  ENVIRONMENTAL 


The  slight  decline  noted  last  year  in  the  rate  of  growth  in  the  population  continued 
this  year.  The  decline  is  also  noted  in  the  housing  and  birth  rate.  This  decline  in 
population  is  in  spite  of  the  addition  of  nearly  2,000  to  last  year's  total. 

Employment  in  the  area  remains  satisfactory  and  to  some  extent  may  account  for  the 
steady  increase  in  the  immigrant  population.  There  is,  in  addition,  a  noticeable  increase  in 
the  families  of  the  immigrants.  Housing  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  with  them, 
the  majority  are  in  houses  of  multiple  occupation  or  shared  accommodation,  perhaps  partly 
because  of  a  lower  acceptance  of  standard. 

Included  in  this  section  are  reports  on  water  supply.  The  water  supply  in  the  area 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  of  the 
raw  water  and  the  water  going  into  supply  are  made  regularly  and  as  far  as  I  am  aware 
no  case  of  contamination  occurred.  The  water  is  not  plumbosolvent  and  the  fluoride  content 
is  0.1  parts  per  million. 

During  1967  small  sewerage  schemes  were  carried  out  to  provide  main  drainage  to  53 
properties  in  Knaphill  and  14  in  Mayford  which  were  on  cesspool  drainage.  New  sludge 
drying  beds  at  Woking  sewage  works  were  completed  and  work  on  extensions  to  the  Wisley 
sewage  works  has  continued. 

The  open  air  swimming  pool  in  Woking  Park  continued  to  be  an  extremely  popular 
place  of  resort,  particularly  with  the  young  during  the  summer  season. 

The  425  thousand  gallons  of  water  is  filtered,  chlorinated  and  aerated  continuously,  and 
there  is  a  complete  water  turnover  in  a  five-hour  period. 

The  water  is  tested  for  chlorine  content  and  residual  and  pH  value  twice  daily  by  the 
pool  staff,  and,  throughout  the  season  of  use,  frequent  samples  are  taken  by  public  health 
inspectors  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

Satisfactory  reports  were  received  on  all  the  samples  taken,  which  is  a  tribute  to  the 
care  and  efficiency  shewn  by  the  pool  staff. 

There  is  an  increase  each  year  in  the  number  of  small  privately  owned  pools,  and 
school  learner  pools.  There  were  eight  of  the  latter  in  use  during  the  season  and  from 
information  received  from  the  Woking  and  District  Water  Company,  it  seems  that  there  are 
about  200  small  private  pools  in  use  in  the  area. 

School  pools  are  regularly  visited  by  a  public  health  inspector  and  frequent  samples 
of  water  are  taken  for  examination.  Advice  is  also  given  to  persons  in  charge  on 
chlorination  procedures,  etc.  / 
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In  view  of  the  popularity  and  growth  in  numbers  of  the  smaller  type  of  swimming 
pool,  it  is  proposed  to  produce  a  booklet  which  will  explain  in  simple  terms  suitable 
methods  of  chlorination,  and  hints  on  general  management.  It  is  hoped  to  have  the 
booklet  available  to  the  owners  of  small  pools  by  the  beginning  of  the  1968  summer  season. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  measles  epidemic  which  started  in  the  last  months  of  1966  continued  in  1967 
giving  finally  the  highest  notifications  for  many  years,  and  also  caused  a  small  number  of 
cases  of  broncho  pneumonia  among  young  children,  some  were  admitted  to  hospital  but 
most  were  treated  at  home.  In  addition  there  were  increased  notifications  of  chicken  pox 
and  mumps  from  Head  Teachers  of  primary  schools  and  25  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were 
notified.  An  interesting  outbreak  of  mouth  and  foot  disease  was  reported  in  the  Byfleet 
area . 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  SERVICE  -  BACTERIOLOGICAL  REPORTS 

During  the  year,  7  7  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and,  with  the  exception  of  one  bottle  of  pasteurised  milk  and  one  bottle  of  untreated  milk, 
all  passed  the  required  tests.  In  both  cases  a  thorough  investigation  was  carried  out  to 
prevent  recurrence.  There  has  not  been  an  increase  in  the  sale  of  "ultra  heat  treated" 
or  "Long  Life  milk"  in  the  area  although  seventeen  shops  have  now  been  granted  licences 
to  sell  this  brand  of  milk. 

Almost  all  the  ice  cream  sold  in  Woking  is’  pre-packed  and  manufactured  outside  the 
district  by  firms  of  national  repute,  and  is  generally  of  a  high  bacteriological  standard. 

The  sampling  of  ice  cream  from  itinerant  vendors  creates  difficulties  because  of  their 
mobility  and  the  fact  that  they  tend  to  trade  in  the  evenings  and  at  weekends. 

Three  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  two  were 
placed  in  Grade  I,  and  one  in  Grade  II.

HEALTH  VISITING 

There  were  10  full  time  Health  Visitors  during  the  year  and  2  vacancies.  These 
were  covered  by  2  part  time  Health  Visitors.  Four  Health  Visitors  are  trained  as  Field¬ 
work  Instructors  and  four  Health  Visitor  Students  were  allocated  to  Woking  for  domiciliary 
experience  and  training  with  these  teachers. 

A  part-time  Geriatric  Health  Visitor  was  appointed  in  May  and  a  useful  liaison  has 
been  establishished  with  the  respective  Field  workers. 

The  Geriatric  Centre  at  "Coniston"  has  been  extended  to  2  days  per  week  and  it 
is  hoped  shortly  to  have  the  Westgate  Centre  open  and  thereby  increase  this  useful  service.

In  our  last  report  it  was  mentioned  that  co-ordination  between  Social  Workers  was 
an  important  feature  of  work  in  the  Social  Services  Department.  We  are  continuing  along 
these  lines,  keeping  in  view  the  new  developments  in  the  County  for  the  integration  of  Social 
Workers  of  different  disciplines. 

A  year  ago  a  part-time  Social  Worker  was  appointed  to  cover  a  section  of  the  chest 
work,  also  of  the  prevention  of  break-up  of  families,  enabling  us  to  cover  the  increasing 
needs  of  the  community  in  these  respects  more  adequately.  The  need  for  helping  chest 
patients  has  not  lessened,  but  the  emphasis  has  changed.  Patients  suffering  from  severe 
chest  conditions,  for  example  chronic  tuberculosis  and  bronchitis,  carcinoma  of  the  lung, 
need  supportive  help  for  themselves  and  their  families.  Wives  often  need  material  help  in 
providing  care  and  comfort  for  the  seriously  ill  at  home  and  encouragement  in  bearing  the 
strain  which  long  term  illness  so  often  brings.  The  welfare  of  the  patient  and  his  home 
and  family  are  the  concern  of  the  Social  Worker. 

Intensive  and  long-term  work  with  multi-problem  families  continues,  and  referral  of 
problems  comes  from  many  sources,  including  the  public  themselves.  Co-operation  with 
other  Social  Workers  such  as  Probation  Officers  and  Mental  Health  Workers  is  important 
and  we  also  link  up  with  the  Council  of  Social  Service  who,  as  the  Guild,  have  brought  some 
of  their  complicated  cases  to  our  Case  Conferences  during  the  past  year.

During  1967  matters  concerning  231  persons  or  families  in  Woking  were  dealt  with  by 
the  staff  of  the  Area  Mental  Health  Office  at  Chertsey.  At  the  end  of  the  year  115  were 
under  supportive  care  in  the  community. 

Regular  attendances  at  the  Woking  Sub-Office  continued  and  its  situation  in  the  Council 
Offices  facilitated  personal  contact  with  the  Health  Department  Staff. 

A  Day  Centre  was  opened  in  the  Social  Centre . 

The  evening  club,  now  named  the  "Sixty-Six"  Club,  met  regularly  and  interest  was 
maintained.  Extra  activities  included  club  Birthday  and  Christmas  parties  and  visits  to  a 
B.B.C.  concert,  the  Yvonne  Arnaud  Theatre  and  entertainments  of  a  local  organisation. 

There  was  exchange  of  participation  with  other  clubs.  More  private  car  drivers,  on  a 
voluntary  basis,  are  needed.

Mental  Subnormality 


Increasing  provision  for  the  training  of  the  subnormal  and  severe  subnormal  is  being 
provided  by  the  County  Services  and  this  has  been  supplemented  by  facilities  available  at  the 
Woking  Social  Centre  of  the  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children.  There  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  assessed  and  placed  and  under  care  partly  because  of  Dr. 
Edmondson's  services  for  increased  assessments  and  partly  because  with  the  increased 
staffing  of  the  Mental  Health  Social  Workers  it  is  felt  more  leaving  the  Park  School  could  be 
helped .

WELFARE  SERVICES 


Social  Services  for  the  Problem  Family,  Handicapped  and  Elderly 

The  Social  Services  section  has  in  the  past  few  years  increased  considerably  in  the 
volume  of  work  and  its  scope.  Regular  monthly  case  conferences  for  the  prevention  of  the 
break-up  of  families  are  held  and  the  number  of  families  supported  number  79.  Although 
a  greater  part  of  the  work  consists  in  regular  visiting  and  help  given  by  Social  Workers  in¬ 
cluding  the  Health  Visitors  never  the  less  the  Social  Worker  can  call  on  a  large  number  of 
statutory  and  voluntary  agencies  and  a  fair  amount  of  help  is  given  in  housing,  home  help 
services,  obtaining  furniture  and  clothing,  monetary  loans  and  grants,  convalescent  and 
summer  holidays  for  parents  and  children  etc  .  It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  that  although 
the  number  of  children  involved  in  families  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  section  was  249 
only  3  were  taken  into  care  and  5  went  into  Part  III  accommodation  with  one  or  both  parents. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  physically  handicapped  especially  in  relation  to  supply 
of  mechanical  aids  and  use  of  hoists  etc.  has  been  stepped  up.  There  is  a  very  close  link 
among  the  statutory  and  voluntary  service  and  a  most  useful  occupation  therapy  afternoon  is 
run  by  joint  effort  each  Friday  afternoon.  For  a  part  of  the  year  the  department  has  been 
without  the  services  of  a  Blind  Social  Worker,  the  trainee  being  under  instruction.  The 
Club  for  the  deaf  is  well  attended  and  is  popular.  The  partially  deaf  also  have  a  weekly 
club  meeting  at  the  Methodist  Church  Hall. 

There  are  now  some  twenty  clubs  for  the  elderly  scattered  throughout  the  district, 
the  majority  meeting  regularly  once  a  week.  In  addition  there  are  two  day  centres,  one 
at  the  W.R.V.S.  Centre  at  Woking,  which  was  started  two  years  ago  and  which  now  meets 
twice  a  week,  and  a  newly  opened  centre  at  the  Byfleet  ViUage  Hall,  the  latter  in  close 
association  with  the  voluntary  church  group  of  the  churches  in  the  area.  The  larger  clubs 
have  a  wide  range  of  activities  and  entertainments.  The  provision  of  a  visiting  Audiomet¬ 
rician  to  some  of  the  clubs  is  proving  popular,  a  close  link  is  maintained  with  the  E.N.T. 
Consultant  at  Woking  Victoria  Hospital.  Dr.  Sprunt  the  School  Dental  Officer  has  visited 
a  few  of  the  clubs  and  carries  on  dental  inspections  with  a  view  to  seeing  the  need  for  pro¬ 
viding  a  dental  service. 
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(a)  Blind  and  Partially  Sighted  Persons 


At  the  end  of  1967  there  were  140  Blind  Persons  and  38  partially  sighted  persons  on 
the  register  of  the  Woking  Urban  District  Council.  13  Blind  Persons  and  3  partially  sighted 
are  in  open  employment,  two  others  are  in  assisted  employment.  The  Toe  H  and  St.  John's 
Church  Guild  for  the  Blind  run  Social  Clubs  once  a  month  and  there  are  blind  and  partially 
sighted  persons  attending  many  clubs  for  the  elderly.

Report  from  Mrs.  B.  McLachlan  -  Social  Worker 


The  Register  has  been  increased  this  year  to  167  .  This  is  not  a  large  increase  on 
last  year's  figures  but  we  have  visited  and  supplied  a  large  number  of  aids  to  elderly 
persons  who  are  disabled  by  reason  of  old  age  rather  than  any  specific  disability  and  who 
have  not  been  included  on  the  Register. 

The  usual  holidays  have  been  arranged  for  a  number  of  disabled  persons,  both  young 
and  old,  and  these  are  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Unit  at  Leatherhead  has  been  trying  to  get  more  outwork  for 
patients  and  have  appointed  two  full  time  staff  to  visit  the  factories  for  this  purpose.  In  the 
first  half  of  the  year  one  firm  was  supplying  us  with  quite  a  large  amount  of  outwork  but 
unfortunately  this  has  now  tailed  off.  However,  some  patients  are  taught  printing  and  chair 
caning  in  their  own  homes  and  this  a  remunerative  occupation  for  some  men  who  have  been 
forced  to  retire  by  reason  of  ill  health. 

One  of  the  basic  needs  seems  to  be  for  a  sheltered  workshop  as  there  isn't  anything  for 
heavily  disabled  young  persons  when  they  leave  their  special  schools. 

Generally  speaking  this  has  been  a  year  of  consolidation,  though  there  are  probably  a 
*reat  number  of  physically  handicapped  persons  still  unknown  to  the  social  worker.

Old  People's  Clubs 


There  is  now  a  club  for  old  people  in  each  of  the  residential  areas  of  the  district. 

The  clubs  meet  monthly  or  bi-monthly  and  are  very  popular.  Many  of  the  clubs  undertake 
friendly  visiting  of  their  members  and  others  who  wish  it  in  their  areas;  they  also  organise 
holidays  at  special  terms  and  each  year  a  handicraft  exhibition  is  held  centrally. 

Meals  of  Wheels 

This  is  organised  by  the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service.  Meals  are  obtained  from 
the  canteen  of  a  local  firm  and  from  Brookwood  Hospital.  About  200  meals  were  served 
twice  weekly  during  the  year.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 
Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Environmental 
Hygiene  Section  of  the  Health  Department. 

Attention  was  again  given  throughout  the  year  to  the  many  and  varied 
routine  functions  that  come  within  the  responsibilities  of  the  public  health  inspector. 
Unfortunately,  some  disruption  occurred  during  the  last  four  months  of  the  year  due  to 
difficulty  in  replacing  one  of  the  Senior  Health  Inspectors  who  resigned  to  take  up  an 
appointment  with  another  Authority.  One  of  the  functions  of  this  Officer  was  the  carrying 
out  of  food  and  drugs  sampling  and  some  reduction  in  this  work  was  inevitable. 

It  is  rare  that  a  year  goes  by  without  the  appearance  of  new  public  health 
legislation,  and  1967  was  no  exception  with  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
(Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations.  These  Regulations  were  long  overdue 
and  will  be  welcomed  by  public  health  inspectors  who  have  had  the  difficult  task  of  enforcing 
hygiene  standards  in  fixed  food  premises  that  could  not  be  required  in  connection  with 
markets,  stalls,  mobile  food  shops  and  delivery  vehicles. 

Further  satisfactory  progress  was  made  in  the  work  of  providing  older 
type  houses  in  the  district  with  the  basic  standard  amenities  and  a  further  Improvement 
Area  was  declared  during  the  year.  Despite  the  slow  and  cumbersome  nature  of  the 
procedures  that  have  to  be  followed  under  existing  legislation,  this  is  very  satisfying  and 
rewarding  work,  and  it  is  encouraging  to  know  that  the  Government  is  considering,  as  a 
matter  of  urgency,  new  measures  to  make  easier  and  more  flexible,  the  task  of  repairing 
and  improving  the  nation's  stock  of  older  houses. 

In  the  sphere  of  general  hygiene,  a  proportion  of  the  time  of  the  public 
health  inspectors  was  taken  up  with  complaints  of  nuisances  arising  from  inadequate  systems 
of  drainage  disposal.  Most  of  these  occurred  in  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  district  that 
are,  as  yet,  without  main  drainage.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  to  have  to  record  that  at  the 
present  time  some  fifty  houses  still  have  to  rely  on  pail  closets,  and  that  a  further  six 
hundred  properties  have  cesspools.  One  hopes  that  it  will  not  be  too  long  before  the 
practical  and  financial  obstacles,  that  prevent  these  unsatisfactory  conditions  being  eliminated, 
will  be  overcome  . 


I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  help  and  support  that  I  have 
had  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  from  Dr,  Karney  and  all 
members  of  the  staff.

It  is  the  policy  of  the  department  to  achieve  the  repair  or  reconditioning  of 
dwelling-houses  by  persuasion  of  and  negotiation  with  landlords  rather  than  by  statutory 
action.  This  method  does  not,  however,  always  succeed,  and  when  it  does  not,  statutory 
notices  are  served  under  the  appropriate  powers.

3.  Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses. 

No  clearance  areas  were  represented  during  the  year,  but  demolition  orders 
in  respect  of  four  individual  houses  were  made,  and  a  closing  order  was  made  in  respect 
of  one  house . 

4.  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation. 

Eleven  Notices  of  Direction  to  Reduce  Overcrowding  were  served  under  Section 
19  of  the  Housing  Act,  1961  during  the  year  making  a  total  of  50  properties  now  subject  to 
such  Notices. 


At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  department  had  detailed  knowledge  of  6  9  houses  in 
multiple-occupation,  but  it  is  known  that  this  is  not  the  complete  list.  The  majority  of  these 
houses  are  owned  and  occupied  by  Pakistanis,  and  the  remainder  by  English,  Italian,  Greek, 
Irish  and  West  Indian  families. 

The  inspection  and  control  of  this  type  of  house  under  existing  legislation  is 
extremely  difficult.  Language  presents  a  problem,  as  does  the  constant  movement  of  the 
immigrant  population,  and  in  some  cases,  the  absence  for  long  periods  of  the  owners. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  deal  with  the  problems  that  arise  on  an  informal  level  and  to 
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acquaint  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  multi-let  houses  with  the  standards  requi  ed  under 
the  law  . 


An  attempt  was  made  during  the  year  to  arrange  a  meeting  with  the  owners  of 
multi-occupied  houses,  particularly  those  with  whom  language  difficulties  were  being 
experienced,  but  it  proved  unsuccessful. 

It  must  be  said  that  the  informal  efforts  made,  and  the  service  of  Direction 
Notices  to  reduce  overcrowding,  have  not  been  entirely  successful,  and  that  legal  proceeding 
in  some  cases  will  become  inevitable.

At  the  end  of  the  year,  132  dwellings  were  in  course  of  erection  by  the  local 
authority,  368  by  private  enterprise,  and  54  by  Housing  Associations. 

A  further  three  units  of  accommodation  were  provided  by  conversion  during 

the  year. 

HOUSING  LOANS  AND  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


The  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958  and  the  House  Purchase  and 
Housing  Act,  1959  (as  amended)  enable  Local  Authorities  to  make  advances  for  various 
purposes,  including  altering,  enlarging,  repairing  or  improving  houses,  and  grants  may  be 
made  for  the  conversion  and  improvement  of  dwellings. 

Housing  Advances: 

Applications  for  advances  are  dealt  with  by  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Health 
Department  supplies  him  with  information  relating  to  outstanding  notices  under  the  Public 
Health  or  Housing  Acts  on  the  properties  concerned,  and  as  to  the  possibility  of  the  proper¬ 
ties  being  considered  for  closure  or  demolition  or  the  likelihood  of  being  included  in  a 
Clearance  Area,  as  may  prove  useful  in  the  valuation  of  the  properties. 

During  1967,  sixty-four  applications  were  submitted  to  the  Health  Department. 
Improvement  Grants: 

All  work  in  connection  with  improvement  grants  and  the  compulsory  powers 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1964  for  dealing  with  the  improvement  of  rented  houses  by  way  of 
Improvement  Areas,  or  on  the  request  of  individual  tenants,  is  carried  out  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  . 


During  the  year,  the  third  Improvement  Area,  containing  53  houses,  of  which 
17  were  rented  and  without  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities,  had  been  declared. 

In  addition  15  applications  were  received  from  the  tenants  of  individual  houses 
requesting  the  Council  to  exercise  their  powers  under  the  Act. 

Also  dealt  with  in  the  period  were  91  applications  for  grant  from  owners  of 

properties .

SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 


The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  kindly  contributed  the  following  report:  - 

During  1967  small  sewerage  schemes  were  carried  out  to  provide  main  drainage 
facilities  to  53  houses  in  Littlewick  Road,  Knaphill,  and  14  houses  in  Woodpecker  Way, 
Mayford,  which  were  on  cesspool  drainage. 

The  contract  for  the  new  sludge  drying  beds  and  sludge  lifting  machine  at  the 
Woking  Sewage  Works  was  completed  and  work  on  extensions  to  the  Wisley  Sewage  Works 
has  continued. 

The  Old  Horsell  Pumping  Station  at  South  Road,  Horsell,  was  demolished  and 
the  Green  Lane  Pumping  Station  at  Hook  Heath  was  replaced  by  a  gravity  sewer. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Regular  inspections  of  food  premises,  and  formal  and  informal  sampling  of 
food  and  drink,  including  ice  cream,  milk  and  water,  continued  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  leaflets  showing  correct  ways  of  handling  and 
storing  certain  perishable  foods  was  prepared  in  the  Department  and  made  available  for  the 
benefit  of  food  traders  in  the  area.  The  leaflets  include  references  to  temperature  control 
stock  rotation  and  coding  and  are  proving  to  be  a  great  help,  particularly  to  the  smaller 
trader . 


Seventy-five  complaints  of  extraneous  matter  in  food,  or  other  unsound 
conditions  were  made  by  the  public  during  the  year;  an  increase  of  17  over  the  previous 
year.  Twenty-eight  of  the  complaints  related  to  mould  in  varying  degrees  on  a  wide  range 
of  perishable  foods. 

All  complaints  are  thoroughly  investigated  and  appropriate  action  is  taken. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  in  7  cases  and  fines 
ranging  from  £5  to  £20  resulted. 

Eleven  lectures  and  a  number  of  shorter  talks  were  given  during  the  year  on 
topics  connected  with  the  work  of  the  Department. 

The  Department  has  now  accumulated  various  visual  aids,  film  strips  and  tape 
recorded  material  and  these  are  of  great  help  in  this  form  of  health  education.

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FOOD  HYGIENE  (MARKETS,  STALLS  AND  DELIVERY  VEHICLES) 

REGULATIONS,  19G6 


Those  Regulations  came  into  effect  on  the  1st  January. 

Their  main  object  is  to  apply  the  same  standards  of  hygiene  and  food  handling  to 
mobile  shops,  markets,  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles  as  already  apply  to  fixed  premises  under 
the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960. 

In  order  to  bring  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  to  the  notice  of  the  food 
traders  concerned,  an  explanatory  booklet  in  simple,  non-legal  language  was  produced  and 
distributed  to  those  involved. 

Woking  does  not  possess  a  large  market.  The  existing  open  market  operates  on 
two  days  weekly  and  not  more  than  five  or  six  stall  holders  are  affected  by  the  new  Regulat¬ 
ions  . 


However,  the  condition  of  stalls,  and  the  facilities  available  are  far  from 
satisfactory,  and  in  order  that  the  new  requirements  could  be  met,  a  scheme  for  general 
renovation  and  provision  of  amenities  was  approved  and  the  necessary  work  is  in  hand.

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RODENT  AND  PEST  CONTROL 


A  small  reduction  in  the  number  of  complaints  of  rat  infestation  was  recorded 
for  the  first  time  for  seven  years,  and  follows  a  peak  for  such  complaints  that  was  reached 
in  1966.

This  reduction  cannot  be  regarded  as  particularly  significant  as  past 
experience  has  shewn  that  during  hard  winters,  rats  normally  inhabiting  rural  districts 
migrate  from  their  natural  habitats  and  encroach  upon  domestic  property  where  food  is 
more  plentiful.  The  recent  winter  has  not  been  hard  and,  therefore,  normal  food  supplies 
have  not  been  so  restricted. 


Work  on  a  chargeable  basis  upon  commercial  premises  has  continued  and 
infestations  have  been  kept  well  under  control.  Sewer  treatments  have  been  made  with 
almost  negative  results  . 

Complaints  of  other  pests  have  again  been  received,  but  certain  types  of 
infestation,  i.e.  foxes,  rabbits  and  squirrels  cannot  be  dealt  with  under  the  pest  control 
service  and  complainants  have  to  be  referred  to  other  organisations,  viz  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food;  specialist  pest  control  firms.

The  programme  of  mosquito  control  was  continued  as  in  previous  years,  with 
larval  treatment  of  ponds,  pools,  etc.  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  thermal  fogging 
during  the  summer  when  necessary. 

However,  because  of  prolonged  heavy  rain  during  January  and  February,  it 
was  necessary  to  institute  a  crash  programme  using  the  pupil  health  inspector,  the  rodent 
operators,  and  a  Health  Inspector  in  order  to  complete  the  larval  treatments  at  the  crucial 
time . 


GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  FUNCTIONS 
AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY,  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 


Under  this  Act  provision  is  made  for  securing  the  safety,  health  and  welfare 
of  persons  employed  in  agriculture.  The  main  requirements  are  administered  by  officers 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  but  the  sections  relating  to  sanitary 
conveniences  are  the  responsibility  of  the  local  authority. 

During  the  year,  a  survey  was  made  of  all  agricultural  holdings,  market 
gardens,  and  similar  businesses. 

The  adequacy  and  condition  of  the  sanitary  facilities  were  found  to  be  generally 
reasonable,  and  such  infringements  as  were  found,  were  remedied  after  informal  approaches 
were  made  to  managements. 
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AIR  POLLUTION 


Woking  is  not  a  designated  black  area  and  does  not  have  a  serious  problem 
from  industrial  pollution.  Further,  because  of  certain  favourable  circumstances  of 
geography,  layout,  and  open  spaces,  the  overall  air  pollution  is  nothing  like  as  great  as  that 
which  faces  many  other  towns  of  similar  size. 

A  degree  of  pollution  does,  however,  occur  from  domestic  chimney  emissions 
and  during  the  year,  consideration  was  given  by  the  Council  to  the  establishment  of  smoke 
control  areas  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

It  was  decided  that  a  survey  should  be  made  with  a  view  to  establishing  a 
pilot  smoke  control  area  comprising  about  500  houses,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  further 
consideration  of  this  scheme  will  be  given  in  1968. 

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD 


One  burial  was  arranged  in  accordance  with  Section  50  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948  during  the  year. 

CARAVANS 


The  number  of  caravan  sites  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  eleven. 

One  private  site  at  Warren  Farm  comprises  100  caravans,  and  is  fully 
equipped  with  modern  amenities. 

The  remaining  sites  house  single  or  small  numbers  of  caravans  and  have 
planning  consents  for  limited  periods. 

DRY  CLEANING  ESTABLISHMENTS 

During  the  year  a  number  of  self-service  launderettes  have  been  established 
which  also  include  coin-operated  dry  cleaning  apparatus. 

This  type  of  dry  cleaning  unit  operates  on  a  time  cycle,  the  dry  cleaning 
being  effected  by  the  use  of  perchloroethylene  under  enclosed,  controlled  conditions. 

Precautions  should  always  be  taken  to  properly  shake  and  air  garments  and 
materials  when  they  are  removed  from  the  machine  to  remove  any  small  quantities  of  liquid 
or  vapour  that  may  still  be  retained. 

All  the  establishments  have  been  visited  to  ensure  that  notices  giving  adequate 
instructions  to  the  public  are  on  show,  and  that  premises  and  plants  are  satisfactorily 
ventilated . 

Close  liaison  exists  with  the  Town  Planning  Department  so  that  all  submitted 
plans  for  such  businesses  can  be  thoroughly  checked. 

NOISE 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  made  by  public  health  inspec¬ 
tors  during  the  year  on  complaints  of  noise  nuisance. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  as  we  move  further  into  the  technological  age  the 
general  level  of  background  noise  to  which  we  are  being  subjected  is  rising  and  to  attempt  to 
assess  specific  noise  as  a  statutory  nuisance  is  difficult. 

The  reactions  of  individuals  to  noise  vary  greatly.  One  can  meet  a  person 
who  would  feel  aggrieved  at  the  sound  of  'pop'  group  music,  yet  would  feel  no  particular 
offence,  or  even  be  exhilarated  by,  the  noise  produced  at  the  Farnborough  Air  Display. 
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Many  of  the  complaints  received  relate  to  noise  from  works  of  a  temporary 
nature  which  are  duly  abated  with  the  passage  of  a  little  time.  Others  refer  to  the  actions 
of  noisy  neighbours  and  usually  in  such  cases  an  informal  approach  with  an  appeal  to  good 
sense  is  successful. 

Complaints  of  noise  arising  from  factory  premises  are  more  difficult  to 
resolve  particularly  when  the  factory  is  situated  in  close  proximity  to  dwelling  houses. 

Two  such  complaints  arose  during  the  year.  In  one  case,  complaint  was 
made  of  a  high  pitched  whine  from  a  ventilation  fan  attached  to  a  large  refrigeration  plant, 
and  in  the  other,  the  inhabitants  of  a  residential  area  were  subjected  to  a  loud  repetitive 
noise  from  a  stamping  machine  in  a  factory  producing  a  car  accessory  of  some  national 
importance . 


Full  co-operation  over  measures  to  reduce  the  noise  was  given  in  both  cat  is 
by  the  managements  concerned.  Nevertheless,  at  the  end  of  the  year  neither  nuisance  could 
be  said  to  have  been  satisfactorily  abated,  and  both  matters  were  still  under  investigation. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

I  regard  this  as  an  important  part  of  the  public  health  inspector's  role. 

It  can  be  achieved  in  several  ways:  in  the  personal  contacts  that  are  made 
by  officers  of  the  Department  with  the  general  public,  and  with  managements  and  traders; 
by  means  of  lectures  and  talks  to  local  groups  and  organisations;  and  by  the  dissemination 
of  specially  prepared  pamphlets  and  booklets  on  various  aspects  of  environmental  hygiene. 

During  the  year,  we  have  attempted  to  do  something  in  all  of  these  fields, 
but  I  would  like  to  have  many  more  opportunities  to  come  and  talk  to  organisations  on 
environmental  hygiene  matters. 

The  lectures  and  talks  given  during  the  year  have  all  been  augmented  by  a 
variety  of  visual  aids,  films,  slide  projector,  and  tape  recorder.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  School  Medical  Service  in  the  Woking 
area  for  the  year  1967  . 


The  scheme  of  medical  inspections  remains  unchanged  from  previous  years.  School 
Medical  Officers  are  being  encouraged  to  shift  the  emphasis  to  special  examinations  and 
follow  up  of  children  "At  Risk"  and  closer  liaison  with  parents  and  teachers.  It  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  parents  were  present  in  nearly  60%  of  all  medical  examinations. 

The  general  standards  of  physical  fitness  and  cleanliness  remain  the  same  and  26 
children  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  general  physical  condition. 


The  number  of  immigrant  children  in  certain  schools  steadily  increases  from  about  1  - 
2%  of  the  pupils  in  2  or  3  schools  in  1963  to  about  15%  in  5  schools  in  1967.  The  majority 
of  the  immigrants  are  Italian  and  Pakistani.  Many  of  them  are  of  a  lower  standard  of 
nutrition  and  this  is  reflected  in  their  height  and  weight  and  a  slightly  higher  incidence  of 
sensory  defects.  In  addition,  about  50%  of  immigrant  children  are  Heaf  positive  indicating 
an  earlier  contact  with  active  Tuberculosis;  overcrowding  and  poor  housing  conditions  make 
them  more  susceptible  to  tuberculosis.  A  programme  of  Heaf  testing  and  follow  up  of  all 
positives  and  together  with  an  offer  of  B.C.G.  for  all  negative  reactors  m  secondary  schools 

is  being  started. 


The  Senior  Dental  Officer  reports  a  full  programme  for  dental  inspections  and  treatment 
carried  out  during  the  year.  The  improvement  in  the  care  of  the  teeth  of  school  children 

continues  . 


In  the  section  for  special  education  of  handicapped  pupils  the  provision  of  pupils  await¬ 
ing  placing  has  improved  greatly.  Admissions  to  the  Park  School  now  are  wUhm  a  term  or 

two  of  assessment  and  the  age  of  admission  for ^the  sP^ial and  for  remedial 
years  Further  provision  has  also  been  made  at  the  Partially  nearing 
teaching  at  a  secondary  school  in  addition  to  the  one  at  the  primary  school. 

the  Conference  on  Drug  Addiction  held  in  September  . 

The  Staff  and  I  are  indebted  for  the  continued  help  and  co-operation  from  the  school 
teaching  staff  and  Head  Teachers. 

I  thank  the  administrative  and  clerical  staff  for  their  help  throughout  the  year  and  in 
preparing  this  report.

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(b)  Special  and  re-examinations 

Children  who  may  be  potential  handicapped  pupils  physically  or  mentally 
are  supervised  and  followed  up  more  regularly  and  children  who  are  receiving  treatment  or 
recommended  for  treatment  are  re -inspected .  During  this  year,  133  such  special  exam¬ 
inations  and  494  re-examinations  were  carried  out. 


(c)  General  Physical  condition 

The  general  physical  condition  of  a  pupil  examined  at  a  Routine  Medical 
inspection  is  determined  by  the  personal  assessment  by  the  Inspecting  Medical  Officer. 

Of  the  4598  pupils  inspected  at  Routine  Medical  Inspections,  26  children 
were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  general  physical  condition. 

(d)  Cleanliness 

During  1967  Health  Visitors  visited  schools  in  the  area  for  the  purpose  of 
Cleanliness  inspections. 

Seventeen  pupils  were  found  to  have  verminous  heads.  There  were  no 
cases  of  verminous  bodies  . 


(e)  Cases  of  infectious  diseases  and  contacts 


Eight  hundred  and  ninety  eight  pupils  suffered  from  various  infectious 
diseases  during  the  year  and  17  pupils  who  were  contacts  were  also  excluded.  There  were 
25  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  294  cases  of  Chickenpox,  170  cases  of  mumps  and  335  cases 
of  measles  among  those  with  infectious  illness.

(c)  Routine  Audiometry  and  Hearing  Defect  Clinics 

The  routine  testing  of  hearing  of  school  children  age  6-7  years  is 
carried  out  separately  by  the  Audiometrician  as  part  of  the  routine  medical  inspection. 

Each  child  is  tested  individually  and  an  audiogram  constructed  for  those 
with  significant  hearing  loss.  Children  failing  the  tests  are  followed  up  and  examined  by 
an  Assistant  Medical  Officer.  Where  necessary  they  are  referred  for  the  opinion  of  the 
Special  Audiology  Clinic  or  to  the  hospital  services  after  consultation  with  the  general 
practitioner  concerned.

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SPECIAL  FORMS  OF  TREATMENT 


(a)  Child  Guidance 

The  Woking  Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  situated  at  "Penlee"  Claremont 
Avenue,  where  the  Psychiatrist  in  charge  is  Dr-.  D.  Maclean.  The  catchment  area  extends 
to  include  the  greater  part  of  the  North  -Western  Division  of  Surrey,  and  the  day  to  day 
administration  of  the  clinic  is  controlled  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  following  is  an  abbreviated  report  kindly  sent  from  Dr.  Maclean:  - 

"1967  has  been  a  very  busy  and  interesting  year  at  Woking,  because  we 
had  an  increase  in  Staff  and  this  has  brought  with  it,  an  addition  of  work. 

Firstly,  we  nowhave  2  full-time  Psychologists  and  1  part-time 
Psychologist,  so  that  the  School  Psychological  Service  has  greatly 
increased  its  work  and  the  contact  with  schools  is  much  greater. 

Miss  Jones,  Euucational  Psychologist,  came  in  July  in  place  of  Mrs. 
Bushell  and  Mr.  Salmon  was  appointed  as  part-time  Educational 
Psychologist  in  September.  Mr.  Pearson  was  appointed  in  November 
Mrs.  Markson  returned  to  us  as  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  and  did  two 
sessions  per  week,  after  a  long  absence.  We  also  had  two  Social  Workers, 
Mrs.  Kanzell  and  Mrs.  Jenkins,  both  doing  two  days  a  week,  so  we  were 
fully  covered  on  the  social  work  side. 

Our  weekly  conferences  at  12o' clock  on  Monday  continued  to  be  an 
interesting  aspect  of  Clinic  Life.  We  had  one  or  two  guests  as  speakers 
to  talk  on  various  topics  and  we  had  a  full  discussion  afterwards.  We 
have  always  made  it  clear  that,  we  welcome  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  Probation  Officers  and  Children's 
Officers  who  care  to  attend  our  weekly  conference  at  any  time,  as  our 
guests  . 

On  the  Psychiatric  side,  75  cases  from  the  Woking  Excepted  District  have 
been  referred  for  the  year  1967.  Fortunately,  we  have  been  able  to 

keep  our  waiting  list  fairly  short.  We  have  always  run  a  service  for 

emergency  cases  which  are  usually  seen  within  a  week  and  continued  to 
do  this  in  1967.  This  is  helpful  to  the  local  Doctors  and  parents  in  a 
sudden  emergency. 

Most  of  the  Staff  attended  the  Inter  Clinic  Conference  in  April  which 
covered  ly  days  at  the  London  School  of  Economics. 

I  lectured  in  the  autumn  for  a  Course  for  Health  Visitors  at  Ewell  College 
and  found  this  a  very  stimulating  experience. 

We  still  need  to  have  more  pre-school  cases  referred  to  us.  These  are 
easier  to  deal  with  in  the  early  beginnings ,  rather  than  receive  them 
almost  as  chronic  cases  of  disturbance  at  the  ages  of  6.  9  &.  10  years 
of  age."

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(b)  Speech  Therapy 

Speech  Therapists  are  employed  on  a  part-time  basis  at  Clarence 
Avenue  Clinic,  Woking,  and  "Penlee",  Claremont  Avenue ,  %Woking .  In  addition,  a  Speech

(c)  Special  Audiology  and  Hearing  Defect  Therapy  Clinics 

In  addition  to  the  routine  screening  for  hearing  defects  at  infancy  and  the 
routine  audiometry  of  school  children  at  6  -  7  years,  the  County  Council  have  appointed  a 
Specialist  Audiologist  to  supervise  and  co-ordinate  the  medical  services  for  children  with 
hearing  defects. 


Dr.  Beet,  the  County  Audiologist,  conducts  a  special  audiology  clinic  at 
which  the  Audiometrician,  Speech  Therapist  and  peripatetic  Teacher  for  the  Deaf  attend  and 
to  which  all  children  with  any  hearing  defect  are  referred.  This  clinic  is  held  at  "Penlee" 
each  week,  on  Thursday.  During  the  year,  63  children  were  referred  to  this  clinic.

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(d)  Convalescent  treatment 


The  Council's  scheme  provides  for  free  convalescent  home  treatment  in 
respect  of  any  pupil  attending  a  school,  or  educational  establishment  maintained  by  the 
Education  Authority,  or  attending  an  independent  school  for  which  school  health  service 
facilities  have  been  made  available.

During  the  year  4  deaths  of  school  children  were  reported  -  2  deaths  due 
to  accident,  1  to  muscular  dystrophy,  1  case  due  to  leukeamia . 

7.  DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 

There  are  two  full  time  and  two  part-time  dental  Surgeons  employed  in  the 
School  Dental  Service  in  Woking,  two  of  the  clinics  being  held  in  Woking  and  one  in  Byfleet. 

All  schools  in  the  area  were  dentally  inspected  at  least  once,  and,  where 
possible,  twice  in  the  year,  and  those  children  who  were  found  to  have  dental  defects  were 
offered  treatment  at  the  Clinics  or  were  advised  to  see  their  private  dental  surgeon. 

The  standard  of  dental  Health  is  steadily  improving  and,  while  the  incidence 
of  dental  decay  is  still  widespread,  cases  of  extensive  caries  are  now  very  rare  and  there 
is  a  marked  fall  in  the  number  of  extractions  required.

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


(a)  Diphtheria /Tetanus  Immunisation 

A  comprehensive  programme  of  immunisations  against  Diphtheria  and 
Tetanus  was  pursued  during  the  year. 

The  Diphtheria  Immunity  Index  at  the  31st  December  1967  in  the  5-15 
age  group  was  67.21%.  This  index  is  the  percentage  of  school  children  who  have,  within 
the  last  five  years,  received  either  their  first  course  of  injections  or  a  subsequent  reinforc¬ 
ing  dose.

10.  HANDICAPPED  PUPILS 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  County  Council  as  an  educational  authority  to  make 
suitable  provision  for  children  who  are  handicapped  and  who  require  special  educational 
treatment,  since  they  cannot  be  educated  satisfactorily  under  the  normal  conditions  of  an 
ordinary  school.  Many  handicapped  pupils  can  receive  appropriate  education  in  ordinary 
schools  if  suitable  special  provision  is  made.  Some  handicapped  pupils  require  special 
educational  treatment  in  special  schools  and  hostels . 


At  the  end  of  the  year  180  pupils  were  on  the  handicapped  pupils  register, 
of  which  75  were  attending  schools  provided  by  the  Surrey  Education  Authority  and  38  were 
placed  in  independent  special  schools  or  similar  schools  with  other  Authorities,  and  10  were 
receiving  special  educational  treatment  at  Hospital,  private  school  or  at  home.  The  remain¬ 
ing  are  in  ordinary  schools  receiving  special  education  or  awaiting  placement  in  special 
schools  . 


There  are  two  special  educational  units  in  the  Woking  delegated  services 
area,  namely  The  Park  School  for  educationally  subnormal  pupils,  with  120  places  for  boys 
and  girls  7-12  years  of  age,  and  the  Partially  Hearing  Unit  attached  to  the  Woodlands 
Infants  School  with  8  places  for  boys  and  girls  of  infant  school  age.  Children  in  both  these 
units  are  all  medically  examined  each  year  by  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  and  are  also 
under  the  supervision  of  Senior  Medical  Officers  specialising  in  handicapped  children. 
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In  addition  special  provision  is  made  for  special  treatment  such  as  Physiotherapy,  Speech 
Therapy  and  Audiometry  to  be  given  at  these  two  units.  Children  attending  special  schools 
not  included  in  the  County  Educational  Scheme  are  reviewed  each  year  by  either  a  Senior 
Medical  Officer,  as  above,  or  by  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer. 

11.  PROMOTION  OF  HEALTH 

(a)  Health  Education  in  Schools 

Information  on  health  matters  in  the  form  of  material  and  advice  on  the 
teaching  of  health  subjects  has  continues  to  be  furnished  to  teachers  and  pupils.  Each  term 
a  special  topic  has  been  chosen  and  the  schools  informed  of  all  the  available  material  and  a 
special  display  stand  is  produced  and  made  available.  The  work  of  teachers  has  been 
supported  by  that  of  Health  Visitors  and  Medical  Officers,  especially  in  such  subjects  as 
Mothercraft,  Parentcraft  and  Child  Care.  The  special  programme  of  Dental  Health 

Education  by  Dental  Officers  and  their-  staff  was  continued  at  all  Schools.
